generations of wholesome lab or 
on the part of the nation's m ul­

teachers. 
But 
Jay 
Gould, all b y himself, was ab le 
to undermine the structures in 
half a dozen years. Before Jay 
Gould’s time, there was a quite 
elegant phrase that was on 
ev ­ 
ery body ’s 
lips 
and 
everyb ody 
enjoyed the thrill of it: ‘The press 
is the palladium of our lib erties.’ 
It was a serious saying and true 
b ut it is long ago dead and safe­ 
ly tucked away in the limb o of 
ob livion. No one would venture 
it now, except in sarcasm. Mr. 
Guggenheim 
has 
lately 
b een 
chosen

Senator 
from Colorado, reputedly b y a 
b ought Legislature—which is al­ 
most the custom ary way. In many 
instances, the palladium of our 
lib erties has nothing b ut compli­ 
ments for him and justification.”

I have ob served 
the glorification of synthetic hon­ 
ors called “aw ards” which invar­ 
iab ly fall to politico-social agents 
of the cult of corruption. 
The odious,, impalpab le vapors 
offend the numb sensib ilities of 
Americans who now are damned 
from the White House as ex­ 
tremists of the right.

especially among famous or no­

year to year. The considerations 
b y which they are adjudged to 
b e great women are never set 
forth in a way to permit argu­ 
ments.

The annual report of K en­ 
neth E. Hasbrouck , historian for 
the Town and Village of New 
Paltz, and the Towns of Sha­ 
w angunk and Gardiner w as re­ 
leased for publication this week 
as follows: 
The y ear of 1961 w ent by all 
too quick ly and lik e m any other 
people, the historian m ust ad­ 
mit that a number of items that 
should have been accomplished, 
just did not mak e the schedule.

Mansio n in Go o d Hands 
It is interesting to note that 
the 
mansion 
built by 
Marion 
Borden on the hill to the east of 
Walik ill in 1906, seems to ha ve ; 
finally come into the hands of 
those who will use it for a good 
cause. A fter y ears of sta nd ing! 
empty , the great house will be­ 
come a private school. 
The event of John G. Borden 
coming to Walik ill, (or as it was 
k nown in those day s, Shaw an­ 
gunk Post Office), had a lasting 
effect upon the community , es­ 
pecially 
in relation to 
parcels 
of land. Actually it is difficult to 
find an area in and around the 
village that was not at one time 
owned by the Borden family . 
Fortunately most of these land 
purchases of John G. Borden and 
their subsequent resale following 
his death in 1891 and continuing 
through until the death of his 
daughter, Marion in « J930, are 
available locally . 
Of course it is possible to find 
all the legal transactions in the 
County 
Clerk ’s 
Office 
or 
the 
Surrogate’s Office at Kingston, 
but. in Walik ill one can find a 
much more interesting story of 
the land, its people and their 
daily lives. 
Do cuments Preserv ed 
Deeds, wills, mortgages, 
let­ 
ters, leases and many interesting 
r.otes on the properties wrere pre­ 
served in the Borden safe. This 
large collection was given to the 
Town Historian in 1953. The col­ 
lection will soon be catalogued 
and placed in the vault of the 
Town Building. 
These papers trace the lands 
at and in the vicinity back to the 
18th Century . They will be avail­ 
able to the public. The records 
give quite a complete record of 
the people who lived in the area 
between 1750 through 1925. This 
collection will augment the town 
records.

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PRELUDE TO MASTERY 
The history of the human race can be 
written in terms of man’s efforts to control 
and rise above his environment. One might 
wish that man would get on with this task, 
and stop devoting so much energy to feuds 
and disputes and wars.

Tile other night, I went to the Metropolitan 
Opera House to hear the VVaJkuere, which, if you 
do not know, Richard Wagner took out of the 
Volsungs and Niblungs anil wrote a series of 
opera about. It takes enormous energy’ to sing 
any of the music in the Ring, first because Wag 
ner had no mercy for singers, expecting them to 
blow themselves to bits and secondly because it 
is undoubtedly the most glorious music ever writ 
ten if you can understand what it is all about. 
Richard Wagner’s concept of the opera was 
that it united all the arts into a single idea. How­ 
ever, the night I went, the star lost her voice and 
they substituted another, poor dear, who had not 
enough wind to carry Wagner across the moon 
tain which he expects a soprano to do. Of course, 
Flagstad had no problems because nature built 
her that way and all went well until Walter Win­ 
ched called Flagstad a Na/.i. 
So the night I went to hear the Walkuere, 
they had a real German Wotan, with ell the 
muscles and stomach that is required for such a 
character but a bug got bim and his voice was 
not what it should have been »— an accident that 
shows what can happen to an actor who plays 
a god. So they got another Wotan, gods being 
available in these dlys as in those and the cur­ 
tain went up and everyone was happy. 
Wotan was doing pretty well until he — the 
second one — lost his voice or forgot his part; 
I do not know what happened for I, not being 
a master of these things, listen only to the or­ 
chestra that carries into dreams. 
When Wotan sang, in German, of course: 
“Thy bed shall tx* lit by torches more brilliant 
Than ever for bridal have burned! 
Fiery gleams shall girdle the fell, 
With terrible scorchings scaring the timid, 
Who,

Down came the curtain. The god had lost his 
way.

beer and sometimes even with such a one as Hit­ 
ler. 
My ryes were cast on a lass fiddle player, a 
girl, who I was told was part of the augmented 
orchestra. I recalled what Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmt*s said to Justice Hrandeis when both were 
aged and walking to tho Supreme Court to prove 
their eternal youth, “Oh! Would that I were 
eighty again.” 
The curtain rase again and the first Wotan 
courageously finished the show, for come what 
may, the show must go on and Wagner was justi­ 
fied when the original Wotan sang:

Brunnhilda lies though dead and Wotan dis­ 
appears through the fire.

from Colorado, reputedly by a 
bought Legislature—which is al­ 
most the customary way. In many 
instances, the palladium of our 
liberties has nothing but compli­ 
ments for him and justification.” 
The Denver 
Post said that 
even though Guggenheim spent a 
large sum of money, he only fol­ 
lowed the precedents of other 
states. There was nothing “es­ 
sentially wrong’’ 
and Guggen­ 
heim would “make the best Sen­ 
ator Colorado has ever had.” 
"He is just the man tor the 
place,” the Post c o n t i n u e d . 
"There is no use trying to reform 
the 
world. 
The 
Denver 
Post 
bows to the will of the people.” 
Mark Twain was competitive 
and controversial in those days, 
for he was a contemporary of 
colleagues in the palladium who 
W'ere 
henchmen and, some of 
them, subsidized, covert 
press 
agents of the likes of Gould and 
Guggenheim. I have seen similar­ 
ities in the change which has 
taken place in the political mor­ 
als of the United States in the 
years since Roosevelt’s first In­ 
auguration in 
March, 
1933. 
I 
have seen the rise of a corps of 
tedious, always predictable de­ 
fenders of enormities by mem­ 
bers of one royal family in the 
White House. I have observed 
the glorification of synthetic hon­ 
ors called "awards” w'hieh invar­ 
iably fall to politico-social agents 
of the cult of corruption. 
The odious,, impalpable vapors 
offend the numb sensibilities of 
Americans who now are damned 
from the White House as ex­ 
tremists of the right. The “ex­ 
treme left” is the right-border of 
Communism 
and 
treason. 
The 
same tight roster of eligibles, 
especially among famous or no­ 
torious 
women, 
revolves 
from 
year to year. The considerations 
by w'hich they are adjudged to 
to great women are never set 
forth in a way to permit argu­ 
ments. Like the undefined epi­ 
thet, “McCarthyism,” their vir­ 
tues are suggested, not specified. 
The palladium that Mark Twain 
mentioned in contempt precludes 
definition. 
In my time in journalism on 
the national field, I have seen the 
rise of uncompromising contempt 
for the defenders of the stand­ 


ards which 
Mark Twain had 
viewed with longing retrospect 
in 1907. True, he detested the 
Republicans then and believed 
the 
Democrats were pure by 
comparison. But he was near the 
end of his life and unable to ob­ 
serve the subtle defilement of the 
Democratic Party. 
It is inexact to say that Wil­ 
liam Buckley and his National 
Review are the only successors 
of Swift, Dickens, Mark Twain 
and Henry Mencken. But dissent 
is not encouraged and mostly is 
forbidden 
while 
assent 
grows 
more impudent. There is not one 
writer in such general practice 
in the daily press today whose 
literary expression excels in art 
or honor the Democratic Plat­ 
form of 1960. 
The dejection of the Denver 
Post so long ago has taken pos­ 
session of us.

Against Stockpiling 
While the administration strives 
to get the steel talks under way 
and hopes for an early pact, it is 
urging steel users to avoid piling 
up steel stocks. Their increased 
orders, apparently for a hedge 
against a possible strike, has sent 
steel output to its highest weekly 
volume since early April 1960. 
It is to the steel users advan­ 
tage to avoid piling up stocks be­ 
yond their current needs, the Iron 
Age points out today. The m etal­ 
working weekly says this would 
ease pressure on the market, elim­ 
inate the cost of carrying heavy 
stocks, and help prevent a possi­ 
ble business decline in the final 
months -of the year, which would 
hurt them along with many oth­ 
ers. 
But 
the magazine also notes 
that many steel users feel they 
can't afford to gamble on any evi­ 
dence to date that there won’t be 
a strike or a hike in prices as a 
result of it or of a pact averting 
it. Company executives feel they 
can’t afford to be caught without 
steel.
